Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 & 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicant generically claims a product produced by a " fungal spawn" 
however the specification does not contain an adequate description for the entire scope 
of this limitation and thus the claims. The written description requirement for a 
claimed genus may be satisfied through sufficient description of a representative 
number of species by actual reduction to practice, reduction to drawings, or by 
disclosure of relevant, identifying characteristics, i.e., structure or other physical and/ or 
chemical properties, by functional characteristics coupled with a known or disclosed 
correlation between function and structure, or by a combination of such identifying 
characteristics, sufficient to show the applicant was in possession of the claimed genus. 
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See Eli Lilly, 119 R3d at 1568, 43 USPQ2d at 1406. The claims (e.g. ) specifying 
Laetiporus are adequately described. 

Applicant also generically claims a product which is a "filtrate" 
however the specification does not contain an adequate description for the entire scope 
of this limitation and thus the claims. Applicant's claims do not set forth how the 
filtrate is produced and thus the filtrate is extremely generic and not supported by the 
specification as originally filed. The written description requirement for a claimed 
genus may be satisfied through sufficient description of a representative number of 
species by actual reduction to practice, reduction to drawings, or by disclosure of 
relevant, identifying characteristics, i.e., structure or other physical and/ or chemical 
properties, by functional characteristics coupled with a known or disclosed correlation 
between function and structure, or by a combination of such identifying characteristics, 
sufficient to show the applicant was in possession of the claimed genus. See Eli Lilly, 
119 F.3d at 1568, 43 USPQ2d at 1406. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 & 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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The claims are rendered vague and indefinite by the term "filtrate" because this 
term, in and of itself, does not adequately delineate its metes and bounds. This term is 
best defined as a product-by-process since product-by-process claims are intended to 
define products which are otherwise difficult to define (and/ or distinguish from the 
prior art). It is well accepted in the art that filtration with one of various distinct 
filtration means has a profound impact on the final product with respect to the 
presence, absence, amounts, and/ or ratios of active ingredients therein and, thus, its 
ability to provide the desired functional effect(s) instantly claimed and/ or disclosed. 
Since the filtrate itself is clearly essential to the claimed invention, the step(s) by which 
the claimed filtrate is obtained are also clearly essential and, therefore, must be recited 
in the claim language itself (i.e., as a product-by-process). Please note that although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, critical limitations from the 
specification cannot be read into the claims (see, e.g., In re Van Guens, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 
PSPG2d 1057 (Ded. Cir. 1991)). Accordingly, without the recitation of all these critical 
limitations as set forth above, the claims do not adequately define the instant invention.
